Cucamonga and Alta Loma, the 
three communities that will bene- 
fit in the distribution of the money, 
|rally to the cause and turn in 
their subscriptions as quickly as 
possible. 

The local chapter will receive 
half of the one dollar subscrip- 
tions, which will be $325, and in 
addition all gifts and all but 50 
cents of each larger subscription. 

This money is badly needed even 
now, and how much greater will 
be the need during the winter 
months! 

One of the very best ways for 
every person who has an income 
or a job to express appreciation 
for his good fortune is to give at 
least one dollar to the Red Cross 
for the aid of his neighbor who 
has no job. This money will lit- 
erally feed the hungry and clothe 
those who are poorly clad. 

The response during the first 
few days was generous, but there 
is a decided slackening this week, 
causing Mrs. Buffington to appeal 
to all who can possibly do so to 
join the Red Cross now.
